Groups 1-32 Claims 41-60, drawn to polypeptides of SEQ ID Nos: 25-56, 

respectively, classified in class 530, subclass 421. 
Groups 33-64 Claim 61 , drawn to a method of treating multiple sclerosis by 

administering the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 25-56, classified in 

class 424, subclass 85.2. 
Groups 65-96 Claim 62, drawn to a method of preparing a protein comprising the 

amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO: 25-56, classified in 

class 530, subclass 422. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions 1-32, are independent and distinct, each from the other, because they are 
products which possess characteristic differences in structure and function and each 
has an independent use, that is distinct for each invention which cannot be exchanged. 
The polypeptides of SEQ ID Nos: 25-56, are patentably distinct inventions for the 
following reasons. It appears that each of the recited polypeptides is independent and 
distinct because no common structural or functional properties are shared. Accordingly, 
these claims are subject to restriction under 35 U.S.C. 121 . Therefore, Applicant must 
elect one single polypeptide to be searched and examined. 
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Inventions 1-32 are related to inventions 33-64, respectively, as products and 
processes of use. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the 
following can be shown: (1 ) the process for using the product as claimed can be 
practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be 
used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the 
instant case the polypeptides of Groups 1-32 can be used in processes of raising 
antibodies that bind to said polypeptides. 

Inventions 1-32 are related to inventions 65-96 as products and processes of 
making. The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can 
be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with 
another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant 
case the polypeptides of Groups 1-32 can be produced by expressing the nucleic acid 
encoding said polypeptides and reacting said polypeptides with an aliphatic ketone 
moiety. ; 

Inventions 33-64 and 65-96 are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). The instant specification does not disclose that these methods would be used 
together. Each invention performs this function using a structurally and functionally 
divergent material. Furthermore, the distinct steps and products require separate and 
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distinct searches. For these reasons the Inventions 33-64 and 65-96 are patentably 
distinct. 

The inventions have separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classifications. 

Having shown that these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and 
recognized divergent subject matter as defined by MPEP § 808.02, the Examiner has 
prima facie shown a serious burden of search (see MPEP § 803). Therefore, an initial 
requirement of restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
